A statement issued by the British 


admiral say that the Dirigo was at- 
tacked by gunfire by "a German sub- 
marine which gave no warning. The 
vessel was sunk by bombs after it 
had been ransacked by the crew of 
the submarine. The sinking occur- 
red May 31 and the crew was landed 
at Plymouth. 


The Dirigo was a four master sail- 


ing ship of 3,000 tons, owned by A. 
Sewall and Company of Maine. She 
sailed from New York on May 3 for 
Havre in Command of Captain J. A. 
Urguhart and carried a crew of 31 
men.

HOSPITAL TRAIN FOR GOVERNMENT 


\ 


Maryland 
has 
furnished 
the 


United States government its firs 
hospital train. 
The train was com- 


pleted under the direction of the 
Maryland Preparedness and Survey 
Commission according to plans pre- 
pared by Dr. D. Z. Duiiott, chief sur- 
geon of the Western Maryland Rail- 
way, -and with the co-operation of 
the Western Maryland, Baltimore & 
Ohio and 
Pennsylvania 
railroads. 


Each of the railroads furnished a 
car comprising an essential unit of 
the train. 
One of these 
cars 
has 


been fitted up as a modern operating 
room with every 
facility 
enabling 


surgeons and nurses to perform op- 
erations whjle the other cars have 
been converted 
into 
wards 
with 


rows of beds lor the accommodation 
of patients. 


Complete surgical and 
medical 


equipment similar to that found in 
large hospitals has been installed on 
the tram, including stores of medi- 
cines, bandages, 
clothing, etc., to 


provide for the comfort of patients. 
The wards are equipped 
with 
an 


overhead conveyor for moving pa- 
tients through the cars or to and 
from the operating room without in- 
terfering with others. Accommoda- 
tions are also provided for the corps 
of surgeons, nurses and hospital at-' 


tendants. 
In arranging the general 


design Dr. Dunott has the assistance 
of other eminent 
Baltimore sur- 
geons. 


General Carl R. Gray, chairman of 


the Maryland Preparedness and Sur- 
vey Commission and president of the 
Western Maryland 
Railway, under 


whose personal supervision the train 
was equipped, is authority for the 
statement that the train will be held 
in readiness for any emergency. The 
train is a valuable unit in the gov- 
ernment's 
preparedness 
program. 


Should warfare be brought to our 
shores, the hospital train would be 
of great assistance to the medical 
staff as a field hospital or for con- 
veying the seriously 
wounded 
to 


base hospitals. 
It is also likely to 


be used for relief work in times of 
national disaster such as occurred 
recently at Eddystone, Pa. 


The patriotic women of Maryland 


have completely equipped the train 
with bedclothing, bandages, conval- 
^cents' clothes, and through their 
sfforts medicines have 
been fur- 


nished and other 
equipment 
in- 
stalled. 


The train will be taken to Wash- 


ington in the near future for an in- 
spection by officers of the Medical 
Staff of the Army and members of 
the War College.

FEELING AGAINST 


KAISER IN NORWAY 


GROWING RAPIDLY 


[Associated Press Correspondence] 
Cliristiania, May 6.—Several 
re- 


ent happenings have served to em- 
phasize 
the 
anti-German 
feeling 


vhieh manifests itself predominante- 
y these days in the press and in 
public expression in Norway. 
One 


of these was the widespread demand 
for the cancellation of the engage- 
ment of the Berlin Philharmonic or- 
chestra (under Arthur Nikiseh) to 
plaj here on May 11- Even 
the 


lewspaper Morgenbladt which either 
lad been friendly in its attitude to- 
ward Germany, protested in an ar- 
ticle against a German institution 
ike this intruding upon Norwegian 
hospitality 
at a time when Nor- 


wegian ships are being torpedoed by 
the hundreds and Norwegian sailors 
engaged m their country's trade •« ere 
being killed by the Germans. 
This free expression 
of opinion 


followed shortly the defeat of a. bill 
:mposmg a very strict censorship up- 
on the press with heavy penalties of 
imprisonment and fine 
for 
papers 


publishing anything 
likely to dis- 


turb Norway's "friendly" 
relations 


with another country.) The minister 
of justice, M. A. Amberahmsen, had 
to qftit the cabinet on this defeat. 


Anti-German feeling also 
caused 


an outburst in the press against a 
Norwegian nickel syndicate 
which 


from a period dating before the war 
had contracts with Germany for the 
export of refined nickel ore mined 
in the vicinity of Christiansand. This 
.export has been greatly 
increased 


during the war, being one of the 
few sources from 
which 
Germany 


was able to pet nickel, is being said 
here that without this Norwegian 
supply tne manufacture of torpedoes 
in

Norway, it has been pointed out, 


gets this nickel back again in the 
form of German torpedoes 
which 


sink its vessels and kills its sailors. 
The company has been severely crit- 
icised in the press and in private.
